NHS fails to approve second much-needed GP surgery

Thousands of patients are set to 
lose out on a second, much-needed 
GP surgery after the NHS failed to 
approve funding for it. 

The Epsom Guardian revealed 
last week that the Ashley Centre 
Surgery, in Ashley Square, Epsom, 
is facing a bleak future because its 
move to bigger, state-of-the-art 
premises in the Old Magistrates’ 


Court development, in the Parade, 
Epsom, has not been approved by 
NHS bureaucrats. 

Surrey and Sussex Area Team, 
formed after the abolition of 
primary care trusts last April, has 
not considered the application for a 
year after it was formed to do so be¬ 
cause it said it is still awaiting poli¬ 
cy guidance on the issue of GPs 
premises from NHS England. 

Now the premises earmarked for 
the new surgery are up for sale 
after the owner ran out of patience. 

But the Ashley Centre Surgery is 
not the only victim. 


A new GP surgery has been ear¬ 
marked for a number of years as 
part of plans to redevelop 
Hollymoor Lane, on the Longmead 
estate, in Epsom. 

But Epsom town Councillor Neil 
Dallen, chairman of the strategy 
and resources committee, said the 
project’s working group has given 
up waiting for the NHS to approve 
the GPs’ premises and is now draw¬ 
ing up new plans without it. 

He said: “We have got a doctors’ 
surgery that was going to move 
into the Hollymoor Lane redevelop¬ 
ment and after years of not getting 


the money released, because the 
NHS has failed to do it, we are 
going to lose a second proposed GP 
surgery in Epsom. 

“We have no idea when the NHS 
will sort itself out. 

“It’s crucifying the project and it 
will crucify Epsom if we continue 
to wait and don’t start on the 
development.” 

He said it may be possible to put 
an option into the plan to allow for 
a GP surgery to be included in the 
development at a later date.

Asked when it would be re¬ 
leasing the key guidance on 
this issue, an NHS England 
spokeswoman did not an¬ 
swer the question, but said: 
“Two-thirds of the NHS bud¬ 
get is now controlled by local 
GPs and like them we want 
to see more investment in 
primary care, including 
modern buildings. 

“While the NHS budget has 
been protected, which is wel¬ 
come, finding more money in 
one area will inevitably 
mean reductions elsewhere.” 

Jane Shipp, of Health- 
watch Surrey, described the 
delays as “unacceptable”. It 
has conducted research into 
this, which will be published 
at the end of the month. 

She said: “We have contact¬ 
ed NHS England’s local area 
team about the lack of guid¬ 
ance around GP premises 
and we are considering esca¬ 
lating the matter to Health- 
watch England. 

“We would like to encour¬ 
age people to share their ex¬ 
periences with us, good and 
bad, which we can use to 


influence the way health and 
social care services in Surrey 
are planned and provided.” 

Katherine Murphy, chief 
executive of the Patients As¬ 
sociation, added: “It is vital 
the NHS invests properly in 
its buildings in order to pro¬ 
vide high-quality services. 

“Many GP surgeries are 
now in urgent need of mod¬ 
ernisation to bring them to 
the standards that patients 
expect and deserve.” 

Dr John Flower, a locum 
GP of 35 years, from Epsom, 
who works in surgeries in 
Epsom, Richmond and 
Kingston, said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing the Government is 
not investing in premises 
where it’s desperately 
needed. 

“GPs look after 90 per cent 
of all the healthcare in the 
UK and they are only getting 
10 per cent of the amount of 
money available.”

Headley Court’s MP is writing to Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt ask for it to re¬ 
main a centre for medical rehabilitation 
after it is replaced by a £300m military 
complex in the Midlands in 2018. 

Sir Paul Beresford, MP for Mole Valley, 
said last week’s 
Government an¬ 
nouncement that 
it had decided to 
replace Headley 
Court, the UK’s 
leading military 
rehabilitation cen¬ 
tre for injured ser¬ 
vicemen and 
women, near 
Leatherhead, with 
a larger, state-of- 
the-art facility at 
Stamford Hall, 
near Loughbor¬ 
ough, is “sad, but 
the right thing to 
do”. 

Speaking to the 


Epsom Guardian on Friday, Sir Paul 
said: “It’s sad because Headley Court is a 
much-loved, important facility in our 
area. But the new facility will provide 
better treatment for armed forces. 

“I want Headley Court to continue if at 
all possible as a rehabilitation facility. 

“I will be writing to the Secretary of 
State to see if there is any way we can use 
that facility, particularly as they have got 
a facility nearby that makes artificial 
limbs in Roehampton. 

“Some of the medical professionals I 
have spoken to in this area are wonder¬ 
ing whether we could have a private facil¬ 
ity or a NHS facility or a combined one at 
Headley Court. 

“Discussions have started. I have talked 
to the Conservative leader James Friend 
and agreed that Mole Valley and Surrey 
County should be involved. 

“Some staff will go to the Midlands, but 
some of them can’t or won’t move - for ex¬ 
ample, many physiotherapists and other 
staff members - particularly where there 
are two earners in the family and the 
other spouse also works in the area. 

“We have to use this as an opportunity 
to use the facility, which is going to be left 
behind. It will keep the expertise that has 
built up there.” 
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Councillor David Preedy, who warned 
back in February that discussions need¬ 
ed to start about the likelihood that the 
military would move out, said he also 
hopes a rehabilitative role for Headley 
Court can still be found and urged local 
representatives and Mole Valley, the 
planning authority, to consider options 
for the site. 

“There is quite a lot of expertise and 
specialist civilian staff who can’t just be 
transferred to the Midlands. Staff at 
Headley Court have won a number of 
nursing and specialist awards. It would 
be tragic if that was dissipated. 

“There is the Help for Heroes gym, 
which was built with money raised from 
public contributions, and it would be 
tragic if it doesn’t have a purpose going 
forward, which is why I would welcome a 
way in which the facility could continue 
to be used for rehabilitation.” 

The Headley Court site is owned by the 
Headley Court trustees, who have been 
involved in the DNRC project from the 
outset and who will decide on the future 
of the Headley Court site in due course. 

Coun Preedy said he has heard that if 
the Headley Court site was no longer 
used for the purpose it was designed for, 
the Headley Court trustees would have to 
return it to its original state. 

The chairman of the trustees Air Vice 
Marshall Tony Stables explained that the 
charity it is affiliated with, the Headley 
Court Charity, owns the site, which is 
leased to the MoD. 

He said: “The MoD won’t vacate the site 
before 2017-18, which still gives us four 
years from now. 

“But, in the next week, discussions will 
start. 

“As part of the lease, the MoD may or 
may not be required by the trust to make 
good the site. 

“The trust will enter into negotiations 
with the MoD and look at what liability 
exists.” 

He added: “If the site was to be sold, the 
state of the site would be dependent on 
the wishes of the prospective owner.” 

A volunteer connected to Headley 
Court, who did not want to be named, 
said: “A lot of civilian staff with exper¬ 
tise will be left behind. They will have 
been given the opportunity to go to the 
Midlands, but many are unlikely to take 
it. 

“The country has lost its appetite for 
being the world’s policeman. There is no 
public appetite for the types of wars we 
have been fighting, so why do we need a 
big facility when we have come out 
of Iraq and are coming out of 
Afghanistan?”

Events clash sees gridlock

An ambulance and a fire engine were 
held up in traffic chaos as major events 
at Nonsuch Park caused gridlock last 
week. 

An open evening at Nonsuch High 
School in Ewell Road and an Abba and 
Elton John tribute concert in aid 
of St Raphael’s Hospice in nearby Non¬ 
such Park both took place on Thursday 
afternoon.

One neighbour, who asked not to be 
named, said: “The fire engine had to go 
down the wrong side of the road to get 
by - it was on the wrong side of the road 
and had to go around a blind bend, it 
was very dangerous. 

“The ambulance just turned round 
and went a different way. The traffic 
was backed up right up to Cuddington 
Croft School; it was dreadful.”

“The school says that because the 
partnership knew the date, Sutton bor¬ 
ough knew the date and should have 
told Nonsuch Park -1 have heard better 
excuses for not handing in homework

than that. Once the problem had been 
discovered, the school could very easily 
have offered to provide parking on 
its playing fields, but instead it 
decided to impose parking misery on 
residents.” 

Prior to the event, Nonsuch High 
School said it had arranged its event 
well in advance and publicised it on its 
website. 

Headmaster Peter Gale said they had 
notified the statutory authority in plen¬ 
ty of time and had provided it with sug¬ 
gestions on how to alleviate traffic 
problems. 

After the event, the school’s network 
manager Nelson Abrunhosa told this 
newspaper: “Education is much more 
important than any concert.”

Epsom town centre is to 
become more pedestrian- 
friendly after a major trans¬ 
port and public spaces scheme 
won £1.3m. 

Plan E, which was designed 
to shape the future of Epsom, 
has been awarded Govern¬ 
ment funding through the 
Coast to Capital Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership (LEP). 

A project to revitalise 
Leatherhead town centre also 
received £62,500 as part of the 
funding round for 2015-16 - the 
sum will be match-funded by 
Mole Valley District Council. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
Council said the award meant 
work could start on the 
“major scheme for transport 
and public areas” within 18 
months. 

Under the plan, two-way 
traffic will return to South 
Street and pedestrian im¬ 
provements will be made 
to the Spread Eagle and 
Quadrant junctions. 

The plan also includes 
improvements to the market¬ 
place and shops, new bus 
stops and layover bays, trees 
and landscaping.

The spokesman said: “It will 
help towards the improve¬ 
ments of Epsom town centre 
as the core of a thriving family 
friendly market town.” 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge, leader of the majority 
group on the council, 
described the A-road through 
Epsom as one of the “biggest 
drawbacks” to living and 
working in the area. 

He said the Plan E measures 
would make Epsom more 
pedestrian-friendly and im¬ 
prove the traffic flow. 

He said: “Hopefully it will 
make Epsom a nicer place to 
come and shop and eat.” 

Funding has not yet been 
given for the Kiln Lane link 
project, which would create a 
crossing under the railway, 
but it remains part of the 
LEP’s strategic plan. 


Coun Woodbridge said: “We 
hope that eventually we will 
get funding for the Kiln Lane 
link. 

“We live to fight another day 
on that one.” 

Over in Leatherhead, the 
funding will allow the council, 
together with residents and 
businesses, to develop detailed 
plans to transform the town 
centre. 

Councillor Chris Townsend, 
leader of the council, said: 
“This is a most exciting oppor¬ 
tunity for Leatherhead and 
even at this early stage, we 
have a lot of support from res¬ 
idents and businesses. 

“Today marks the beginning 
of a great adventure as we can 
now start to put our ‘vision’ 
for Leatherhead down on 
paper and begin the process of 
revitalising the town centre.”

Sainsbury’s is standing by a car 
wash company that has been raid¬ 
ed again and again by immigra¬ 
tion officials while washing 
customers’ cars on its land. 

In May, four African workers 
were arrested by Home Office im¬ 
migration enforcement officers at 
the Hands On Car Wash, in the car 
park of Sainsbury’s, in Kiln Lane, 
Epsom. 

Three Nigerian workers, aged 
38, 44 and 53, have been released 
on immigration bail while their 
cases are progressed and one 
Ugandan worker, 45, has now 
been released after his claim for 
asylum was accepted. 

At the time of the raid, Sains¬ 
bury’s said that, as its supplier, it 
was Hands On’s responsibility to 


make all of the relevant checks on 
employees and said it was satis¬ 
fied that it was doing so. 

But the raid on the outfit in Kiln 
Lane was not the first such swoop 
on the company in a Sainsbury’s 
car park. 

Between August 2009 and May 
2014, Hands On was raided at least 
six times on the supermarket’s 
land, in Epsom, Wrexham, Bur- 
pham, Stratton St Margaret, 
Folkestone and Ashford. 

As a result of these raids, the 
Home Office has said that two of 
the company’s workers were re¬ 
moved from the UK, nine are re¬ 
porting to the Home Office while 
their cases are being progressed, 
three were given fixed penalty no¬ 
tices for failing to obtain permis¬ 
sion to work prior to taking their 
jobs and two have been granted 
discretionary leave to remain in 
the UK. 

After the raid at Kiln Lane, 


Epsom’s MP Chris Grayling, Jus¬ 
tice Secretary, said: “I would ex¬ 
pect Sainsbury’s to be firm with 
its supplier in saying that, if they 
keep breaking the law, they will 
not continue with the current 
arrangements.” 

Richard Plowman, chairman of 
Hands On, issued a statement last 
week that said: “We place great 
emphasis on ensuring the correct 
procedures are in place. 

“This includes working closely 
with the UK Border Agency 
(UKBA) and assisting them with 
spot checks to ensure individuals 
are providing us with the correct 
documentation.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokeswoman 
said: “We continue to support the 
Hands On Car Wash in ensuring 
they follow the correct processes. 

“This includes Hands On contin¬ 
uing to work with the UKBA. 
Hands On is a tenant operating 
under a concession agreement.”

Following the contro¬ 
versy, the school held 
meetings to reassure 
parents that financial 
challenges and commu¬ 
nication problems were 
being effectively 

addressed. 

Ros Allen, who took 
over as acting head when 
Mrs Mackintosh left in 
April, was appointed as 
the school’s new 


headteacher last Friday. 

John Strutt, chairman 
of governors, said: “It is 
with great pleasure that 
I am able to inform you 
that, following a rigor¬ 
ous and thorough selec¬ 
tion process lasting two 
days, governors unani¬ 
mously appointed Ros 
Allen as the new head¬ 
teacher at Rosebery 
School, with immediate 
effect.

He said no one has dealt with 
damaged river banks, the river 
had not been dredged and he 
was not aware of any extra flood 
defences. 

He said: “You could say that 
nothing has happened locally. 

I don’t see anything being done 
now that will make a blind bit of 
difference.” 

The repairs to their house only 
started last week and they are 
incorporating flood prevention 
measures. 

He said: “You cannot make a 
house into a boat, but you can 
make it more flood-proof.”

£5m scheme for Leatherhead?

A multi-million pound flood 
alleviation scheme may be 
built to protect Leatherhead 
it has emerged, but nothing 
will be in place before this 
winter. 

In December and January 
floods wrecked havoc in 
the town where homes, a 
crematorium, a football 
ground, a fire station and 
a water pumping station 


were all inundated. 

The Environment Agency 
(EA) is now carrying out a

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“I cannot tell you exactly 
what we will do at this stage. 

“It would be things like 
flood storage, walls and 
embankments.” 

She said they are identifying 
lessons to be learned for a re¬ 
port due to be published in com¬ 
ing months, adding: “The last 
winter we just had was abso¬ 
lutely exceptional. 

“It was the worst winter for 
250 years.” 

She estimated that 70 homes 
were flooded in Fetcham 
and between 10 and 15 homes in 
Leatherhead. 

County Councillor Tim Hall, 
who represents Leatherhead 
and Fetcham East, said they 
will start up a community 
based flood forum at a meeting 
on July 29 to ensure all issues 
are covered. 

He said the Leatherhead town 
bridge was being repaired this 
month, Thames Water had 


sorted out drainage and sewer 
problems and work had been 
done on highways. 

However, he said: “With river 
flooding, it is going to take 
longer to find out where the 
water came from and what we 
can do. 

“We are correcting all the 
small things, but why did 
flooding hit in the way it 
did? Nobody knows.” 

Hubert Carr, chairman 
of Leatherhead Residents’ 
Association, said: “I don’t 
think we will be caught out in 
quite the same way that we 
were last time. 

“A lot of people had been 
woken up by it and understand 
the risks. 

“But whether much has been 
done physically, I don’t know.” 

The executive of Mole Valley 
District Council is due to con¬ 
sider the council’s flooding 
review in September.

Ewell drainage works 


Drainage works are taking 
place to guard against a return 
of flooding to Ewell Village. 

One of the most persistent 
floods in the county inundated 
the pavement and part of the 
road outside Bourne Hall park 
for more than two-and-a-half 
months this year. 

The longstanding flood 
water, fed by springs, first 
covered the war memorial 


and bus stop at the end of the 
high street in January. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokeswoman said: “We can¬ 
not say it will prevent it flood¬ 
ing ever again because with 
the sort of flooding we had at 
the beginning of the year any 
drainage system is going to 
have problems. 

“But it is going to be less like¬ 
ly to be a problem.” 


Gatwick denies effect 
of River Mole release 


Gatwick Airport, pictured, has 
again insisted flood water it re¬ 
leased into the River Mole did 
not have a knock-on effect fur¬ 
ther downstream. 

A review by Gatwick in 
February into flooding at the 
airport called for an urgent re¬ 
view of flood prevention plans 
and recommended the assess¬ 
ment of its impact upstream 
and downstream. 

An airport spokesman said 
this week: “The amount of 
flooding downstream was 
actually reduced - the impact 
of the volume of water on our 


control mechanisms meant 
the amount of water leaving 
Gatwick’s site was less than the 
levels mandated by the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency. 

“This resulted in increased 
flooding at the airport, but pre¬ 
vented larger volumes of water 
from travelling downstream. 

“Therefore, we believe any 
issues with flooding down¬ 
stream were a direct result of 
the sheer amount of rainfall 
in the local area, and not a 
knock-on effect of any ac¬ 
tivity that took place at 
Gatwick.”

“At one stage I had to seek 
the mayor’s authority to ar¬ 
rest them and place them in 
Ewell’s historic lock-up. 

“They appealed to Justice 
Secretary Chris Grayling 
who took their side and 
pointed out that my uniform 
was completely wrong in 
time and place.”

after your pet throughout its life 
and the time to pay even more 
attention is when your pet is 
considered 'senior'. 

Knowing when your pet is in 
the senior category can help 
owners make appropriate 
changes in diet, exercise and 


health check schedules to en¬ 
sure the long and healthy life of 
their pet. 

As a general rule of thumb, 
dogs and cats are considered 'se¬ 
nior' around the age of seven. 
Larger breed dogs age slightly 
faster and are considered 
'senior' sooner (age 5 or 6), 
while smaller dogs age a little 
slower and are considered 'se¬ 
nior' later (age 8 or 9). 

The best way to care for your 
pet during the senior years is to 
make an appointment with your 
vet to discuss your pet's specific 
needs. 

This can be done at an annual 
health check and vaccination or 
separately if you have any con¬ 
cerns that need addressing. 


Diseases we commonly see in 
humans as we age are also com¬ 
mon in cats and dogs. Dental 
disease, arthritis, heart disease 
and diabetes are examples of 
conditions I will see very regular¬ 
ly in older pets. 

These are all conditions that 
can be managed and in some 
cases cured. 

Never assume you cat or dog 
is 'just getting old'. A lot of older 
pets that act old do so as they 
are not well. With treatment 
the clock can be turned back 
many a year! 

Together we can do what we 
love- keeping our pets happy 
and healthy for as long as possi¬ 
ble. 


Monty's 

MISERY 


Pets love to get out and about 
during summer, but beware of 
the dangers lurking in the grass. 


As summer is well on its way it be¬ 
comes a busy time of year for us 
hunting for grass seeds in any 
nook or cranny of pets! 

Dogs are enjoying running in 
long grass and between bushes 
and can easily brush past grass 
seeds which then stick to their 
coats, writes Tamsin Woodroffe. 

Once there, these spikey un¬ 
wanted guests can make their way 
into dogs' ears and can also pierce 
the skin between their toes, caus¬ 
ing a localised irritation: often 
dogs will lick constantly at an af¬ 
fected area causing it to be very 
red and inflamed. 

Sometimes the dog's body will 
be successful in expelling the 
grass seed in an explosion of pus 
but other-times help is needed to 
remove them. 

Vets frequently have to explore 
suspicious areas on pets to check 
for grass seeds. 

Unfortunately grass seeds 
can migrate under the 
skin to a different lo¬ 
cation making them 
much harder to 


find: it's like looking for a needle 
in a haystack sometimes. 

One such unfortunate fellow 
was Monty, a very happy bouncy 
spaniel. 

Monty's owner became con¬ 
cerned because he suddenly 
yelped when he was sitting on the 
sofa and the following morning he 
started shaking his head more 
than normal. 

He came straight to the vets and 
both ears were very inflamed so 
he had an anti-inflammatory in¬ 
jection before he was sedated 
to examine his ears the following 
day: a grass seed was found and 
successfully removed. 

Monty was much more comfort¬ 
able afterwards. 

The strange thing was this exact 
time last year Monty was with us 
for the same problem. That time 
we found grass seeds in both ears 
and also removed lots of grass 
seeds stuck to the fur around 
paws. 

So Monty was feeling 
quite smug when it was 
only one ear this year!

Buying with the help of mum and dad 

The bank of mum and dad is 
continuing to play an important 
role in their offspring's first 
property purchase with current 
homeowners having received, on 
average, half of their deposit (49 
per cent) from their parents or 
their partner's parents. 

The study from Santander 
Mortgages reveals that more 
than two thirds (68 per cent) of 
parents who provided money to 
help their children get on the 
property ladder will get nothing 
back in return as it was intended 
as a gift. 

Almost three quarters (72 per 
cent) of females were gifted the 
monies by their parents, in 
comparison to only 62 per cent of 
men. 

Almost three in 10 (29 per cent) 
received the money as the 
equivalent of an interest-free 
loan while only three per cent 
contributed towards their 
children's deposit as an 
investment. 

For those that are yet to buy 
their first home, the average 
amount they look to receive from 
parents is £17,900. 

With the average first time

Hoarding habits revealed 


The average home in London is 
crammed full of 167 items of 
clutter worth £300 according to 
new research. 

The OnePoll study of 2,000 
people found the typical 
household in London includes 
two discarded mobile phones, 
two remote controls and eight 
VHS tapes. Taking up space are 
also four keys to unknown locks, 
15 old birthday cards and two 
outdated games consoles. It will 
also be home to two used 
cameras and two old iPods. 

Ninety three per cent said they 
had unwanted items in their 
homes, the majority of which 
admitted to never getting 
around to clearing it out. 

The poll revealed empty plug¬ 
in air fresheners, a hi-fi system, 
games console controllers and 
unworn shoes are bundled 
together amongst our junk. 

Three in 10 have items in their 
homes that are more than 30 
years old. A defeated 16 per cent 
said they've resorted to simply 


stacking clutter in the corners of 
rooms, with 'it might come in 
handy' being the response of 
many who admitted to hoarding 
extra junk. 

A lack of time and energy was 
partly to blame for the unwanted 
clutter, as a quarter of adults 
confessed to just forgetting that 
it was taking up space. 

Over a third of adults 
confessed they could make some 
money if they could be bothered 
to clear it - and believed the 
most value to be hidden amid 
CDs, DVDs, records, clothes 
cameras, phones and games 
consoles.

Running a car is one of the biggest 
expenses which many Brits face - 
and with rising fuel costs, along 
with tax, insurance and MOT bills, 
it’s hardly surprising that motoring 
expenses are taking their toll on the 
average household budget. 

Research by Continental Tyres 
shows that around ten million 
Brits are even considering giving 
up their car as costs continue to 
spiral, with the average motorist 
spending at least £30 a week, just 
on fuel. 

However, the research also shows 
that one in four is unaware of a few 
simple tricks that can dramatically 
reduce the cost of getting and save 
you up to £300 a year. 

1. Off load. Carrying a roof rack 
when it is not needed can increase 
fuel consumption by up to 10 per 
cent. Empty roof boxes are also 
thirsty gas guzzlers. 

2. Check your pressure. The right 
tyre pressure means less rolling 
resistance - and therefore reduced 
fuel consumption - Incorrect 
pressures can also increase tyre 
wear. 

3. Make a plan. It’s worth taking 
the time to map out unfamiliar 


journeys before you leave in order to 
reduce the chance of getting lost 
and wasting fuel. 

4. Get rid of your spare tyre. If you 
only use your vehicle for short trips 
close to home, consider a 
compressor with a tyre sealant like 
the ContiComfortKit which is far 
lighter and saves room. 

5. Check your wheel alignment to 
reduce fuel usage. 

6. Get in gear. Always drive in the 
highest possible gear for the speed 
you are doing, but do not let the 
engine labour. Avoid "racing starts" 
at traffic lights. 


7. Watch your speed. The faster 
you go the more fuel you use. 
Driving at 70mph uses up to nine 
per cent more fuel than at 60mph 
and up to 15 per cent more than at 
50mph. Cruising at 80mph can use 
up to 25 per cent more fuel than at 
70mph. 

8. Avoid using the air-con or 
heated front/rear windows and 
demister blowers. They all use 
energy so make sure they’re off 
when you don’t need them.
